The Generous Financial Terms of the 


Autonomy Bill as Compared to the 


Probable Revenues From Provin- 


cial Administration 


Tr 1 y Trenhoime Dickson, 
ea Meickhon Alta. 

Did any of those who are complain- 
ing of Alberta not getting the ad- 
ministration of the lands ever con- 
sider how mvch land we really have 
from which the Province might de- 
rive revenue’ What are the fig- 
ures? If you will consult the map 
of Alberta, it will be plain that the 
most generous estimate of all our 
arable lands cannot exceed in area 
about &v townships, or say, 500 miles 
long by about 40 townships or say 
250 miles wide. Practically all our 
arable [and is in that area and a 
very large quantity of land included 
in that area is not nor ever will be 
arable land. This also includes the 
Indian Reserves; but suvyose we 
take jr as peing 50U by 250 miles and 
we have 120,000 square miles or &0,- 
000,000 acres. Now one half of that 
is reserved for ~homesteads and no 
one for a moment couid venture to 
suggest that the homestead land 
should be otherwise dealt with than 


to be given away as free homesteads., 


So we have teft 40,009,000 acres of 
odd sections. From this we must 
take the scnool sections, which con- 
stitute one uinth of this. That 
leaves us a Daiance of less than 33,- 
QUU,UUU acres, Dut say it is 36,000,000 
acres: Now the rairoads own in the 
two provinces oi Alberta, and Sas- 
katchewan 53.U00u,UUU ef acres of odd 
numoberea sections of which more 
than one half or abouc 26,000,000 are 
im Alberta. fhis leaves us 8,000,000 
of odd sections ouc oi which if we 
had the lands we might derive 
revenue. 

Now, Mr. Bennett has suggested) 
that these lands might be soid at 
$2 an acre. WVuring the debate on the 
Grand Trunk Pacific bill the late 
Minister of che interior suggested 
that these odd sections might be 
sola to the actual setilers on the 
adjoining even numbered sections at 
a price not exceeding $3 per acre. 

Now, if 
than S% per acre, tt is clear that 
the people of this country are get- 
ting the benefit of the difference and 
we believe that the ho:nesteaders of 
this country will not object to an 
opportunity of getting an adjoining 
quarter section at that price. So 
that all the Dominion Government 
would getout of this land is 8,000,000 
acres at $3 per acre. This money, in 
the markets of the ‘vorld, is werth 
three per cent., Br $720,000 per an- 
num. 

But bear in mind that this is not 
the net revenue, for from this musi 
be deducted not only all costs and ex- 
penses connected with the adminis- 
tration of odd sections, but we must 
deduct from this aiso the great part 
of the costs of administration of the 
homestead fands, for that also is a 
charge against the lands. The cost 
of this administration is necessarily 
enormous, and is estimated to be in 
the neighborhood of $200,080 per an- 
num. This brings the reyenue’ to 
$520,000 per annum.

against the lands, and that is the ex- 


pense of maintaining the Indians 
and the indian Department. The Do- 
minion Government is under 


treaty with the Indians to maintain 
them jin consideration of the Indians 
relinquishing all claim to lands and 
living peaceably on the reservations. 
The expense of this maintenance 
also must be deducted from the rev- 
enue of $520,000. Now, compare this 
probable net revenue which the Do- 
minion Government will receive from 
the arable fand of Alberta with that 
whicn they return to us. Here fol- 
low the provisions of the land 


Clause of the Alberta Act. 

“26 Inasmuch as the said province 
will not have the public lands as a 
Source of revenue, there shall be 
paid by Canada to the provinee by 
half-yearly payments in advance an 
annual sum based upon the popula- 
tion of the province as from time to 
time ascertained by the quinquennial 
census thereof follows: 

“The population of the said prov- 
ince being assumed to be ai present 
two hundred and fifty thous nd. the 
Sum payable unti ich =6population 
reaches four hundred thousand. il 
te three hundred and sey y-five 


thousand dollars. 

“Thereafter uniil such popul tion 

reaches eight hundred thousand the 
sum payable shall be five hundred 
and sixty-two thousand, five hun- 
dred dollars; 
_ “Thereafter until such population 
is one million two hundred thousan: 
the sum payable shall be seven hun- 
dred and fifty thousand dollarsi 

“And thereafter the sum payable 
shall be one million one hundred and 
twenty-five thousand follars. 

“(2) As an additional allowance in 
lieu of public lands ther shall be 
paid by Canada to the province an- 
nually by half yearly payments in 
advance for five years from the time 
this Act comes into force to pro- 
vide for the necessary construction 
of public buildings the sum of nine- 
ty-three thousand seven hundred and 
fifty dollars.”
